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A MESSAGE TO THE CONCORDIA COMMUNITY 
CONCERNING SPACE PLANNING 


I wish to bring you up to date with respect to developments in space planning for the 
University. 


During the past two years, as new academic plans have been discussed and approved, 
planning for the future development of the space and facilities required to meet our 
academic goal has also continued. More than ever, there is an urgent need to upgrade or 
replace inadequate, inefficient research and teaching space. In addition, we have been 
asked by the Quebec government to move from rented to owned properties. 


Accordingly, on the SGW Campus we have acquired the GM building, the Faubourg 
Tower, the property on the southwest corner of Guy and de Maisonneuve and the York 
Theatre property on St. Catherine West between Guy and Mackay streets. To ensure 
that Loyola is properly included in our long-range space plan, a Task Force for the 
Revitalization of the Loyola Campus was commissioned and has presented a report after 
considerable input and study. 


In order for our space planning to move forward, a decision must be made as to the 
placement, by campus, of our various academic and administrative units. Following the 
recommendation of the Loyola Task Force, during the past summer staff from several 
units have undertaken a further in-depth examination of relevant variables. After 
considering a wide-range of space scenarios, three were identified for further study. 
These have been discussed by the Rector’s Cabinet, by the Deans and by the Real 
Estate Committee of the Board of Governors. 
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On Tuesday, September 9th, 1998, the Board of Governors will devote the entire 
morning to the study of our space options. Board members will have available the work 
prepared by staff over the summer, the recommendations of the Loyola Task Force and 
the space planning and recommendations of the various Faculties. 


It is important to note that the Board will make no decision on September 9. Rather, this 
will be an opportunity for the Board members (and especially the external members) to 
become more familiar with our needs and the issues. 


I expect that following this Board meeting I will be in a position to provide more 
information about the decisions that the Board will be taking at a future regular Board 
meeting this fall. Once an overall space plan is approved we will redouble our efforts to 
seek government and private funds to make new construction possible. 


As we have succeeded in creating a long-term academic plan we will, I am convinced, 


bring these space planning discussions to a fruitful conclusion. We will then get on with 
the job of translating our plan into reality.
